The 
sauce is made with butter. The 
recipe calls for American cheese. 

A double boiler is ideal for mak¬ 
ing sauces. Melt the butter in the 
top of the double boiler and stir in 
flour until well blended. Stir In hot 
milk gradually to prevent lumping. 
If cold milk is used, add all at 
once. Stir slowly but steadily over 
direct heat until sauce thickens. 
Season, place over hot water and 
simmer 20 minutes. Add grated 
cheese, stirring until it is melted. 

Cover tightly until ready to serve 
so that a crust will not form on 
the surface. Otherwise the top 
crust will give a lumpy appearance 
to the sauce. If sauce becomes too 
thick, thin to proper consistency 


with liquid left from the cooked 
celery. 

For serving 4 to 5 use: 

6 eggs 

3 large stalks celery 

Sauce 

4 tablespoons butter 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 cups milk 

1 cup American cheese, grated 
or cut fine 

Cook eggs about 20 minutes In 
simmering water; cool and remove 
shells. Trim tops from celery, wash 
carefully and cut stalks in halves 
lengthwise. Cook until just tender 
in as little boiling salted water as 
possible. Meanwhile 


make sauce 
following directions given above. 
Drain celery and save the cooking 
water to use for thinning the white 
sauce, if necessary. Arrange hot 
celery and eggs, halves or quarters, 
on platter; pour sauce over or into 
one end of platter. Garnish with 
buttered toast points and serve at 
once.

Why does our Constitution limit 
the powers it grants to our Govern¬ 
ment? 

All recorded history—thousands 
of years of it—show that govern¬ 
ments with unlimited powers always 
become autocratic, oppressive or 
despotic. The American Colonies 
suffered from this, rebelled against 
England and then framed our Con¬ 
stitution to safeguard us from that 
evil. By actual experience as well as 
from history they learned to fear an 
all-powerful government and so 
made ours a government with lim¬ 
ited powers—with such powers only 
as “we the people” enumerate in our 
Constitution. 

Concerning this. Jefferson, the 
author of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence and our third president, 
says: "Confidence is everywhere the 
parent of despotism. Free govern¬ 
ment is founded In jealousy and not 
in confidence! It is jealousy and not 
confidence which prescribes limited 
Constitutions to bind down those we 


are obliged to trust with power. ,.. 
Our Constitution has accordingly 
fixed the limits to which and no fur¬ 
ther our confidence may go. 


"In questions of power then,” eon 
eludes Jefferson, “let no more be 
heard of confidence in man but bind 
him down from mischief by the 
chains of the Constitution.”

No group is more keenly 
aware of the shortcomings of the 
press than newspaper workers 
themselves, but instances of | 
downright dishonesty and betray¬ 
al of the public interest are ex¬ 
tremely rare in the history of 
American journalism. 

Through newspapers, commu¬ 
nities are knit together. United, 
communities are better able to 
fight for the civic, social and 
economic betterment of their 
members. Even the simplest items 
of news, telling of a birth, or 
wedding, or death, gives to each 
of us a sense of identity, a cer¬ 
tain feeling of fellowship with 
our neighbors and the town we 
live in. And that spirit of kinship 
that understanding of the joys 
successes, or misfortunes of our 
fellowman is an essential char¬ 
acteristic of wholesome govern¬ 
ment and a healthy community. 

Because of the advertising col¬ 
umns of newspapers, our lives are 
better ordered. Advertisements 
save us money and energy, by 
telling us exactly the place and 
price of goods we may want to 
buy. An advertisement makes a 
short-cut through time for us 
Thus, on the economic, social 
and political front, newspapers 
play a vital part in everyone’s 
life. It is truly a responsibility. 
That California's papers have car¬ 
ried it so well, that they are the 
most unfettered of any nation’s, 
seems just reason for Newspaper 
Week! 

Continue to take your news¬ 
paper for granted; you can pay 
it no greater compliment. Dis¬ 
agree with its editorial policies 
if you wish; no newspaper writer 
lay3 claim to a monopoly on 
truth. Criticize its errors of fact, 
but do not overlook the circum¬ 
stances under which a newspaper 
is published and the continuous 
effort put forth in the interest 
of accuracy.
